Reports of Committees being in or- 
der, the Rev. Dr. Craven, Chai:man of 
the committee on permanent organiza- 
tion reported as follows: 

The committee to whom was referred 
the subject of a permanent organization 
of a State Educational Association have 

. bad the matter under consideration and 
respectiully submit the following 1e- 
port: 

We believe it is vitally important to 
the best interests of North Carolina, 
that a permanent Education Associa- 
tion should be formed upon such prin- 
ciples as may best unite all citizens, and 
excite them to vigorous, effective action 
in the great work of educating the peo- 
ple, therefore 

Resolved, That we do now proceed to 
forma State Educational Association, 
and that any resident of North Caroli- 
ia may be a member of the Association 
by causing bis name to be enrolled and 
paying one dollar.

Caldwell the re- 
port of the Committee with the motion 
to organize the “Educational Associa- 
tion” was laid on the table till the report 
of Mr. Mills could be made. 

Mr. Mills submitted his report on 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION 
as follows: 


Children have some inalienable rights: 
They have a right to grow and a right 
to learn. If a man should prevent the 
proper development of his colt, men 
would pronounce him destitute of sense 
and sympathy. The colt may not wish 
to learn to pull the plow, or to be guid- 
ed by the bridle, but the sensible far- 
mer seeks to train his future horse to 
the highest point of usefulness. Wise 
fathers and mothers act on the same 
principle. A boy may not desire to 
learn a trace, nor even to handle the hoe. 
A girl may have no taste for sewirg, and 
may be unwilling to wash a dish. She 
may even preter a maid to put on her 
clothes. Yet every thoughtful person 
must admit that boys and girls, whether 
rich or poor, should be taught to work. 
Then it follows that they should learn in 
their youth to choose things which will 
make their labor useful to society and 
profitable to themselves; and the whims 
of childhood should not be allowed to 
deprive them of this knowledge. It is 
sometimes said that a child may iead a 
horse to water, but a giant cannot make 
him drink. Yet we have all seen horses 
forced to swallow that which benefitted 
them just as much as if they had taken 
it willingly. Boys and girls should be 
invited te learn to work, to read, to 
write, to keep accounts. If they prove 
blind to their own welfare, they should 
be compelled to accept the invitation. 
But ignorance is seldom attributed to 
the unwillingness of people to learn. It 
isa deplorable fact that our age sees 
more beauty in bullion than in brains. 
Thousands rush mad haste 
after money, while the tew who 
devote their attention to learning, are 
called stragglers. Fathers and mothers 
subordinate their plans, their prospects, 
their children and themselves to the ac- 
cumulation of wealth One _ school, in 
a wealthy community, opened its last 
session with a throng of boys and girls. 

When the Spring opened and the time 
came to plant corn the number of stu. 

dents was reduced tofive. Wealth was 
more important than wisdom, so we 
have hundreds of children gruwing up in 
sight of the tree of knowledge, but not 
allowed to enjoy its fruits. So many 
orphans taken by their relatives and 
neighbors, and many bound boys and 

girls in the bonds of cruel masters are 
deprived of all educational advantages. 

It is true that toecy shall attend school 

for afew months. It is also true that no 

attention is paid to that part of the 
law. Itis therefore our opinion that 

the law of the land should secure to 
children the privilege of learning to 

read and write, add in growing up wise, 

virtuous anc useful citizens, and should 

restrain the cupidity of those who seek 

to deprive them of all scholastic oppor- 

tunities. 

Before a vote was taken on the report, 

on motion of Dr. Craven, debate on all 

subjects was restricted to ten minutes, 

provided, that this shall not apply to 

the Chairman of the Committee that 

submitted the report. 


Mr. Mills said he did not propose to 
make a speech a the report, when Pro- 
fessor McIver addressed the Convention 
in favor of Compulsory Ecucation, sta- 
ting in detail, the object sought to be- 
accomplished by the adoption of the re- 
rt. 

“4 Atkinson could not see the va'id- 
ity upon which that report rests and 
was-not prepared tosupport it. After sta- 
ting his reasons therefor, he®’said that he 
thought weshould not exercise undue 
haste in this matter and would be glad 
to have the matter postponed for one 
year. 

Professor Fairchild, was in favor of 
the adoption of the report. 

J. H. Mills in support of the adop- 
tion of resolution referred 
to cases that happeaed under 
his own eye and experience, where a 
law for the protection of the child, 
allowing him the right to go to school 
would been highly beneficial. 
As it is, he is hired out to work fourteen 
hours a day by a woman who lives in 


salary. 

A lengtby discussion ensued upon the 
postponement of the consideration of 
the report till the next meeting of the 
association. 

Rev. Messrs. Craven, 
Pritchard and Messrs. Dugger, Argo 
Norwood and White for, and Hon. A. 38. 
Merrimon, Messrs. Mills, and Holden 
against. 

Pending;the discussion, J. W. Holden, 
Esq., offered a resolution which he 
thoug':t would be a compromise, to be 
appended as an amendment. 

The resolution in substance only 
chanyres the language so as to read, com- 
pulsory ignorance, instead of education, 
and recognizes asa fact by this Conven- 
tion the language of the report. 


The motion of Dr. Craven to lay the 
report on the table failed and the dis- 
cussion was resumed. (We would be 
pleased to report in detail a synopsis of 
the highly ‘interesting addresses but 
want.of space prevents.) 

Capt. Peebles called the previous 
question on the adoption of the report 
which, after much debate on parliamen- 
tary law, was sustained and the vote 
taken. 

The -report was adopted by a vote 
23 ayes to 19 nays. 

Mr. Norwood, introduced the follow- 
ing resolution which was upvanimously 
adopted. 

Whereas, Agriculture lies at the 
foundation of all industrial pursuits, 
and is essential to life and civilization ; 
itis therefore strange indeed, that it 
has not been madea leading subject of 
education in all schools, ot bigh and low 
rade. All menin every walk of hfe 
should have knowledge of it. 


Therefore Resolved, That a practical 
elementary treatise on agriculture, 
should be prepared and introduced into 
the common schools of this State.

Dr. Craven submitted the following 
Constitution for the government o1 the 
Association : 

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE 1. The officers of this Asso- 
ciation shall consist of a President, six 
Vice Presidents, a Secretary, a Finan- 
cial Secretary, and an Executive Coms 
mittee consisting of five members. All 
of whom shall be elected at the regular 
annual meetings. 

Art. 2. It shall be the duty of the 
President to preside and preserve order 
at the meetings of the Association ; in 
the absence ot the President, one of the 
Vice Presidents shall perform his duties. 

Art. 3. The secretary shall keep a 
true record of the Constitution, By- 
Laws, and proceedings ofthis Associa- 
tion, and conduct the correspondence 
of the Association ; he shall preserve 
such papers as may be committed to 
his care, and he shall superintend the 
publication of such matters as the As- 
sociation may designate. 

Art. 4. The Financial Secretary 
shall manage the finances of the As- 
sociation, and keep such books and ac- 
counts as may be necessary ; he sha!! act 
as treasurer, and shall pay out no money 
except by order of the Executive Com- 
mittee, signed by the President of the 
Association. 

Art. 5. The Executive Committee 
shall perform ali such duties as the As- 
sociation may designate. 

ArT. 6. The Association shall meet 
annually at such time and place as the 
Executive Committee may designate ; 
but the Pres'dent upon the requisition 
of the Executive Committee, sball call 
special meetings at times and places as 
thc Committee may determine, and no 
business shall be transacted at such 
meetings, but that for which they are 
specially called. 

Art. 7. Twenty members from five 
different counties, shall constitute a 
quorum to transact business at any 
meeting of the Association, 

ArT. 8. Any resident of North Car- 
olina may be elected a member of the 
Association by a majority ot the mem- 
bers present at any meeting; but the 
name of no person shall be enrolled as a 
member, until one dollar shall have 
been paid by such person into the treas- 
ury of the Association. 

ArT. 9. Each member shall annually 
pay one dollar into the treasury of the 
Association. 

ArT. 10. At the commencement of 
each annual meeting, the President 
shall deliver an address on such sub. 
ject or subjects, as he may think impor- 
tant for the Association to consider. 
ArT. 11. No article of this Constitu- 
tion shall be altered, except by a vote 
of two-thirds of the members present ut 
any unnual meeting. 

Gov. Caldwell nominated the Hon. 
W. H. Battle, of Wake, tor President 
of the Association. 

The motion which was put to the 
Association by Gov. Caldwell, was 
unanimously adopted. 

Rev. Dr. Craven, Gov. Caldwell and 
Gen. W. R. Cox were appointed a com- 
mittee to make nominations for the re- 
maining officers. 

During the retirement of the commit- 
tee Dr. Pritchard referred to the matter 
spokea of by him yesterday in regard 
to the State canvassers, and on motion 
of Rev. A. W. Mangum the power of 
appointing a canvasser, was referred to 
the Fxecutive Committee. 

On motion of Hon, A. S. Merrimon, 
the following amendment was made to 
the Constitution : 

Auxiliary county Associations may 
te formed in avy county of the State in 
harmony with the Constitution of this 
Association. 

Capt. W. W. Peebles offered the fol- 
lowing resolution which was referred to 
the Executive Committee: 

Resolved, That the public lands of the 
United States should be devoted ex- 
clusively to the cause of education ; and 
that no part thereof should ever again 
be given to railroad corporations, or 
other corporations or persons, under any 
pretence whatever ; but that the same 
should be sold upon demand at gov- 
eroment prices ; and that the proceeds 
of the sales thereof should be annually 
divided among ull the States according 
to illiterary; and that ten per centum of 
said proceeds should be used for uni- 
versity and collegiate education, and 
the balance for common school educa- 
tion. 

Resolved, That the President of this 
Conventicn appoint a committee of 
—— persons, whose duty it shall be to 
memoralize Congress to effectuate the 
rst resolution, by ap- 
propriate laws, and to solicit the in- 
fluevce and good offices in this behalf 
of the Governors and legislatures of all 
the States of the Union. 


Dr. Craven from the Committee on 
Nominotions reported the following 
which being adopted become the per- 
manent officers of the association :

Dr. Pritchard offered as a substitute 
for a resolution offered by James H. 
Harriss, which read as follows : 

Resolved, That the Execu.ive 
mittee be instructed to encourage the 


formation of auxiliary societies in each 


ccunty in the State, at the earliest 
practicable time, and that the Execu- 
tive Committee be requested to secure 
the services of perminent gentlemen in 
each county to address the people on 
the subject of education to the attain- 
ment of this end. 

The motion to refer the resolution to 
the Executive Committee was adupted. 

Joho B. Burwell, Esq., was elected in 
place of W. W. Peebles on the Commit- 
tee on by-laws. Mr. Peebles resigning. 

Dr. Craven offered the following reso- 
luticn which was adopted. 

Resolved, That the subject of publish- 
ing an Educational Journal be referred 
to the Exccutive Committee and the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
with directions to act as they may deem 
best. 

Gov. Caldwell offered the following 
resolution : 

Resolved, That Hon. W. H. Battle, 
Prof. Alex. McIver, Hon. Joseph W. 
Holden, Gen. W. R. Cox, James H. Har- 
ris, Esq., W. W. Peebles, Esq. and T. R. 
Argo, Esq., be appointed a committee to 
prepare a code ot by-laws for the gov- 


ernment of the State Educational Asso- 
ciation. Adopted. 

A vote of thanks to the press, rail- 
roads and citizens of Raleigh. Passed. 

The thanks of the Convention were 
tendered the President and Secretaries 
for the able maner in which they had 
discharged their duties. 

Tbe President made a beautiful and 
most impressive farewell speech, when 
on motion the Convention was declared 
adjourned. 


THE LIFE OF JOHN ALLEN KETCHEY ! 


Capture ot the Notorious Horse 
Thief, House-Burner and 
Highwayman ! 


HE If INTERVIEWED BY A RE- 
PORTER OF THE “NEWS !” 


He Recounts His Many Acts of 
Lawlessness, 


[BY THE NEWS SPECIAL REPORTER.) 


SALISBURY, N.C., July 9th, 1873. 


Early yesterday morning the citizens 
of this place were much relieved by 
hearing the news of the arrest of a no- 
torious character by the name of Joho 
Allen Ketchey. His name has been the 
topic of conversation for two days. 
Crowds gather on the streets and talk 
of his lite, narrow escapes from death, 
etc. So notorious and desperate was he 
that the news had spread all over the 
city before the sun was up. Persons 
knowing it were known to go to their 
neighbors, wake them up and tell the 
news, “Ketchey has been captured at 
last.” Hundreds visited the jail before 
ten o'clock to get a glimpse of the pri- 
soner. For some weeks past numbers of 
young men have left the piace and 
searched for days for him through the 
country, returning without their game. 
All visitors to the jail were refusei ad- 
mittance, your reporter among the num- 
ber. Finally, however, upon mj expres- 
sing a desire to report forthe RALEIGH 
News, I was told by the Sheriff to call 
at his office at twe’ve o’clock, and he 
would admit me to the jail. Accord- 
ingly at the appointed time I called, 
waited for a few minutes, when I was 
led by the Sheriff to one of the back 
doors ot the Courthouse, through a gar- 
den, and then into the back yard of the 
jail. The building I found to bea large 
strong three story brick building, situa- 
ted in a beautiful lot on the principal 
streets, only one block from the public 
square. As we reached the back door, 
I was made to promise that I should not 
let any one in the city know that I had 
been admitted to the prisoner. On the 
first floor we came to a Jarge iron door, 
fastened by a large pad-lock, bolt and 
chain. Atter we passed through, it was 
locked behind us, Upon reaching the 
top of the steps we came to another 
door beavier and Jarger than the one 
passed. Alter some diflicuity we passed 
this and came to another which opened 
into the passage, on one side of which 
was the cell of the notorious 


JOHN ALLEN KETCHEY. 


We found him apparently sleeping. The 
Sheriff called him to the door of bis cell 
and [ introduced myself as the reporter 
for the News. He seemed glad that I 
had called. I found him to be a young 
man of twenty-seven years, 54 half feet 
bigh with a very intelligent and innocent 
look, black hair, dark eyes, heavy 
moustache, with light side whiskers, 
He was lying on blankets that had been 
spread in his cell for him. He is a fine 
looking man, and seems to bein the 
wrong place. When called he seems 
slow to move, as he was suffering 
severely from the wounds received bioe 
days ago. From Kitchey, with the as- 
sistance of Sheriff Waggoner, I elicited 
the following : “I was born and raised 
in the county of Rowan, within a few 
miles of Salisbury. When I inad be 

come about 16 or 18 years of agel was 
sent to school in Salisbury by my 
father, to an old gentleman by the name 
of Grossclose. I was much loved by my 
schoolmates, and am sure that I did not 
have anenemy in the whole place.” 
Here the prisoner raised his head, gave 
a grvan and exclaimed, “Oh, God ! how 
I do wish that I could {recall all that I 
have done since I went to school, could 
wipe .t all out, be a free man. I would 
then be a model man, a good mon. I 
would show the people of Salisbury and 
the world what a good man was. When 
the war was getting pretty hot I was 
conscripted, but never served long. I 
was always being arrested and court- 
martialed for many things that I was 
forced to do.” Here the prisoner was 
asked what he did, but he gave no an- 
swer. “Near the close of the war I 
deserted an] went home; stayed ia the 
woods until ite close; was arrested seve- 
ral times for stealing money, but always 
managed to make my escape from every 
jail I wasio. Io the year 1868 I was 
arrested in Salisbury while sitting on 
the street, upon the charge of stealing a 
horse in the town of Greensboro, was 
tried at Spring Term of the Court, 
found guilty and sentenced to the Peni- 
tentiary for « term of seven years; broke 
jail about 10 o’clock the first night after 


I was sentenced; was recaptured the 


next morning about sunrise and taken 


back to prison; remained there for 
about a month, when I again broke jail 
and made good my escape. During 
this time there were many crimes com- 
mitted, such as horse stealiog, house 
breaking and burning, and a rape com- 
mitted; all these I was charged with. 
The officers of the law were looking for 
me all the time; but I was not troubled 
with them until last Christmas night, 
when I was arrested by three men from 
Salisbury, Sam’! Reeves, David Bruigle 
and John Beard. Tiey came upon me 
at the house of John Swink, situated 
one mile‘and a half from Salisbury. I 
made no resistance whatever; was 
brought to Salisbury and lodged in jail 
that night. Ono the 10th of February, 
1873, about seven o’clock in the even- 
ing, I managed to loose myself from the 
chains and hendcuffs, with which I was 
fastened to the floor, forced opened the 
great iron door of my cell, ran down 


rape for which I was arrested and 
am now charged with was com- 
mitted about the latter part 
of June 1872, on a white girl 18 years 
of age, very pretty and said to be res- 
pectable. I know nothing about this, 
never dreamed of it until I was inform- 
ed that I was accused of it, As soon 
as I broke jail, I lett home and went 
down on the W. C. & R. Rail Road and 
got aboard at a¢station by the name of 
Lilesville, went from there to Wilming 
ton, remained only a short time; from 
there I went to Goldsboro and Raleigh; 
stayed in Raleigh afew days; walked 
about the city, saw the Capitol, &. Io 
traveling I never try to couceal myself. 
From there I went to Weldon, tbence 
to Petersburg ; stopped in Richmond 
two dajs; went jrom there to Acquia 
Creek ; thence to Washington City ; 
stopped at the Metropolitan Hotel. 
Before I left Salisbury I beard that Sher- 
iff Waggoner had been accused of aid- 
ind me in my escape from jail, so I told 
my brother Louis that before the Sher- 
iff should lose his office on my account, 
I would give myself up to him. . While 
in Washington,I saw an extract taken 
from some paper that I had escape! 
and that the Sheriff was suspected o 
being instrumental in it, and that the 
Court was about to make it go hard 
with him. I thereupon sat down im- 
mediately, and wrote a note to Mr. J. 
J. Bruner, Editor of the Salisbury 
Watchman, exonorating him trom all 
blane. I asked the Editor to publish 
it, and was glad to find afterwards that 
he did so. From Washington, I went 
to New York, Philadelphia and Boston; 
from there I returoed home, by the wa 
of Baltimore. In every place that I 
would stop at, the first thing I would 
do was to buy a newspaper to see if it 
contained any thing about me. [ loye 
to read and write dearly. I was often 
much amused by seeing pieces in the 
paper about me, where I had been seen, 
what crimes I committed, &c. All 
these were lies. I had not been at home 
long, before Sheriff Waggoner heard of 
it and for weeks and months I was 
hounded down, often thinking that my 
time for going up bad come. I evaded 
all of them until the 31st of June, 1873 ;

I[ was in continual 
fear ot being shot down all the time. 
As we neared the thicket I heard a 
noise in the bushes, at the same icstant 
brother Louis spoke to his horse which 
had become frightened, and hallooed to 
me,.to look out. As I turned my face to 
the bushes I immediately recognized 
the face of Sheriff Waggoner. The wag- 
on in which was my brether and Bra- 
dy, was between the Sheiiff and myse'f. 
I saw in an instant that he had several 
men with him. Determining to escape, 
I turned and ran in the opposite direc- 
tion from there across the road ; jumped 
a rail fence and started across an open 
field. I heard the Sheriff say: stop, 
Joho Allen, and immediately after- 
wards they fired on me, four distinct 
shots almost simultaneously. The first 
shot took effect in my left hand, tear- 
ing off the fat ham of my thumb and my 
four finger, also bresking the first three 
fingers. I continued running but had not 
gone more than ten steps before I re- 
ceived several shots, one in the back 
part of my head, one in my neck, one in 
my left leg, and three shots in my 
right Land; one pistol bullet io my 
right wrist and anotber io my shoulder 
and back. I began to feel weak from 
the‘loss of bloud and tound it very 
difficult to continue running, so I de- 
termined tu make for the wouds. After 
I reached the woods I found out that I 
was out running them, but that they 
were tracking me by the blood on the 
leaves and bushes which fell from my 
hands as I passed br. I had ona 


and ran withall my might for about a 
quarter of a mile; stopped and listened 
but could not hear anything of them.., 
I fouod alterward thet all the guns 
were loaded with filteea buck shot each. 
My coat here has twenty six holes in 
the left side of the tai!. AfterI had 
been wounded for several days I found 
that I was suffering intensely and was 
compelled to have medical attention. 
My hands began to rot aud get tull of 
worms. All the time I remained close 
to w branch of water so that I could bathe 
my wounds frequently. I seut tor Dr. 
Caldwell, of Salisbury several times but 
before he arrived I yot scared that he 
would he_ followed by officers, 
and I would be arrested.

Successfal Cuban Expedition. 

New York, July 11.—The steam- 
ship City of Mexico from Havana re- 
ported detained at the lower quarantine 
owing tothe yellow fever on board.

The steamer Virginius, Capt. Wil- 
liams, sailed from Aspinwall, eluding 
the vigilance of strict Spanish block- 
ade, on the night of July 1st, and land- 
ed on the Island of Cuba July 7th with 
a large cargo of breech loading arms, 
powder and medicines for the use of 
the Liberating army.

Ilo order to 
foil the future searches of the police 
they, previously to perpetrating the 
crime, were enguced ir digging a large 
iole in their garden, so us to bury the 
ody init, when the youuy girl, who, 
not being aslecp, had heard jer terrible 
sentence, rushed out by the window and 
ran to the police station, distant one 
mile only. But assoon as she was out 
the daughter of the wicked farmer, who 
Was not expected home that night, 
came back, and, not wishing to awsken 
anybody in the house, went noiseless 
into the bed where her cousin had beeu 
ypyatew minutes ago’ She soon fell 
asleep, and thus her mother, not being 
aware of the Providential substitution, 
owing to the darkness of the night, 
broke her own daughter’s bead with an 
axe. ‘This being done, the two were go- 
ing to the garden, carrying the corpse, 
enveloped in « bedspread, when two 
cendarmes, accompanied by the fugitive 
virl, rushed into the house, with lan- 
terns in their hands. At the sight of 
their nicce, whom they thought they 
had murdered, the two wretches took 
olf the covering and tound their unfor- 
tunate child killed by their own hands, 
The man, taking a large butcher's kni'e, 
plunged it into lis breast and fell dead 
on the ground. As to the woman, who 
was prevented from committing suicide, 
she became insane, and is now shut up 
in a lunatic asylum, where she is ex- 
pected soon to die from mental exhaus- 
tion, A more horrible account has 
rarely been registered in the annals cf 
crime,

Congressional Districts of the State to-wit:
